Ir 
matters not whether expoſition wee 
take, all give equall lightro my Text , 
ſhew us what to vnderſtand by the 
beauty of Holineſſe , even the ſolemne 
place of his holy ſervice whom we are 
roworſhip ; O worſhip the Lord in the 
beauty of Holineſſe. | 
In the words at firſt hearing, foure 
particulars are obſervable, I. Anham- 
ble, devour, religious act: Adorate,vvor- 
ſhip : IL. the proper and peculiar ob- 
je& of this At : Dominum, the Lord. 
LIL. Thelſpeciall place of this worſhip, {| 
recommended unto us by two proper- 
ries : for firſt it is an holyplace, in atrio 
Santto, a place of Holinefle , Then it is 
a beautifull place, in decore Sanfitatir, in 
the beauty of Holineſſe.

Whatstfirſt; Adorate Dominum: where, 
afterward: worſhip the Lord wee 
muſt, So weare commanded; but we 
cannot worſhip him aright, before we 
rightly conceive whatit 15 to worſhip : 
Now take it at large, and to worſhip 
truly,is to give honor to another,accor- 
dingto his worth , ſecundum excelenti- 
am according to ſome excellent worth : 


For vvorſhip is not due to any, butto

all which, crue worſhip 1s a ſtranger.

Y at leaſt : nay , bur the higheſt Honour 
Mw: | is not due, ſave poteſtatibus ſupereminen- 
tibuz co thole of the higheſt ranke, that 
| are ſupereminent. 
pb True, wee are taught by the ſame 
*Y Apoſtle, In giving honour to goe one be- 
bd fore another : but wee ſhall finde it to 
N hold upon this ground , That in lowli- 
» neſſe of minde each eſteeme other better |' 


than themſelves , Phil. 2. Hee muſt bec 
our better , fo. wee muſt eſteeme him, | 
(for ſome grace or other) wee cannot ſo 
properly honour him elſe; and if not 
honour hira, much leſle adore him : for 

adorare

adorare is a great deale more than hono- 
rare : Yee may honour him for his ſin- 
gular gitts whom yee never law , by a 
gracious tongue , or ſome honourable 
tavour , but to adore, is {o farre to ho- 
nour, as to bow downe before him : 
As when David ſtooped with hu face to 
the earth, and bowed himſelfe before King 
Saul,1.Sam.24. And Nathan the Prophet 
bowed himſelfe before King David, with 
hit face to the ground,1.King.1. To adore 
then,is to honour in the highelt degree, 
that is, with the lowlieſt expreſs1on , 
briefely , to acknowledge anothers ex. 
altation, by our owne humiliation. 

For, that I be not long in laying a 
foundation , there is ever implyed in 

Adoration a three-fold act : firlt, an 
apprehenſion of ſome excellencie 01 
other ; for if no kinde of preeminence 
be apprehended, wee doe not adorare, 
but adulari , worſhip wee know not 
what ; whereas all true worſhippers arc 
readie to fay as our Saviour to the wo- 
man of Samaria , We know what we wor - 
ſhip » loh. 4. 22. Nor is it ſufficient to 
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(6) 
apprehend what is excellent, but wee b 
muſt acknowledge alſo what wee ap- + * 
prehend ; and our acknowledgement | 
mult be ſerious, and unfained : there 
will be otherwile,in ſtead of Adoration, | 
plaine derifion. ; 
Nay, moreover it is not complete wor- 
ſhip, without a cleare Demonſtration 
of our ſubietion : without genufle- 
ction, or proſtration, or ſome other in- 
clination or ſubmiſston of the body. 
The very word here doth import as 
much : for the word in Hebrew (fo 
often rendered by adorare ) properly 
fignifies incarvari to aſſure us,our ado- 
ration is lame and imperfect,unworthy 
the name, without an outward mani- 
tcſtarion : And we may note it in the 
Wiſe-men, that rooke [o long a journey 
to worſhip, and knew the right forme 
wee may bee lure TiTOVTES (@EITxUNTHY , 
They fell downe and worſhipped » Matth.2. | 
il. And let me tell you, this was the | 
manner of otd when they came into - 
the SanEtuarie , Venite adoremmyO come 
h let w worſhip and fall downe; yes , and

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when they-went out from the Sanctua- 
rie too; good Hezekiah and all his com- 
panie, when they had made an end of offe- 
ring » bowed themſelves and worſhipped . 

And now percei- 
ving whart it isto worſhip, let us turther 
conlider whom we are to worſhip, 0 
worſhip the Lord, Oc. 

Dominumz the Lord , even the Lord 
that made us, and nor we our ſelves, + 
Kvers , the Lord Paramount, Lord of 
Lords, and God of Gods, even Tehovah, 
the Lord Almightie , And nonel hope 15 
lo gracelelle,as to ſticke at his ety: 
All will adore their Maker and Redee- 
mer, the Author and preſerver of all 
things. Certainely, none are exempted 
or quit of his worſhip : Not the Angels 
in heaven, of themat is written, And 
let all the Angels of God worſhip hims 
Hebr. 1. Not any that are called Gods 
onearth, they are all commanded to 
doe their homage , 1Wor/hip him all yee 
Gods, Plal. 97. Not any Saints above : 
They all caſt downe their crownes and fall 


downe and worſhip him that liveth for ever 
and

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and ever, Rev. 4.10. Nor any Saints be- 
low : They daily cry out with the Pro- 
phet; Exalt the Lord our God and fall 
downe before hut footeſtoole for the Lord 
our God tu holy,Pſal.99. There can be no 
queſtion, all arero worſhip, 4 vermiculo 
ad Angelum » from the balelt worme to 
the moſt glorious Angell; from him 
that fitteth on the throne, to herthar 
grindeth at the Mill, all come under 

Adorate Dominum, And know th 
muſt, in adoring the Lord , they honour 
themſelves , apptbiching thereby, and 
drawing neere unto the Lord ; for if to 
be neere about a gracious King , bee 
iuſtly counted a ſ1ngular grace, whatan 
honor muſt it needs be to be joyned tothe 
Lord, 1 Cor. 6. to adhere and cleave to 
the King of Kings ; to goe boldly to the 
throne of grace, and all this is daily done 
by adoring : We lee then the Juricis 
generall , All are ro worſhip, the Lord 

all, and thar becauſe he is Lord of all. 
A chiefe point will be, for the manner, 
how : for we may not imagine, when 
the Prophet enjoyncs us to worſhip the 
Lord, 
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Lord, that his meaning is, wee ſhould 
worſhip him ad libitum , every one his 
owne way, according to his owne fan- 
cie : Indeed wee would have it lo, are 
ſtrangely taken with our owne inventi- 
ons ; and were wee at a Looſe, what a 
various prodigious worſhip would be 
found amonglt us ? For the manner, 
one hitting, another ſtanding , athird 
kneeling, a fourth walking, a fifth lea- 
ning : For the matter ( when their 
rongues were their owne once) one ſe- 

_ ditious, a ſecond ...wuulous, a third 
blaſphemous ; . and yer (if yec beleeve 
them ) all crue worſhippers , for all 
that. 

No, but Dominw the Lord, the very 
Name puts us in minde how he will be 
worthipped, with what preparation, 

» and with what devotion : Doe bur re- 

member what a Lord, and then reſolve 

what kinde of vvorſhip vvill ſure him 
beſt. If ſuch a Lord as none like him, 
fit his vvorſhip ſhould be ſuch,as none 
the like. As no Lord equall to him, fo 
no vyorſhip equall to his : No, but as 
C we

we are to praiſe him, ſo vve are to yvor- 
ſhip him; both according to his excellent 
greatneſſe, Plal.150. 

All Lords have one ſort of vyorſhip, 
or other ; Soveraigne Lords ad terram 
que, downe to the ground. "Thus to 
the King, ant thurto the man whom the 
King will honoxr, Helt. 6. But when all 
is done, all is bur bodily worſhip , and 
that roo Civilly intended , in Civill re- 
reſpects : becaule indeed , their higheſt 
[uri{diction, jus vite W nectr,cxtends no 
turther , is confined to the body : They 
have power only ( laith our Saviour ) to 
kill the body, and after that, have no more, 
that they can doe;Luk.12.4. But the Lord 
here, hath abſolute power over ſoule 
and body and all we have, and fo ve to 
worſhip him with all : our foule hein- 
ſpired, our body hee ordained , our 
worldly goods vyhat vve have, he gave 
unto us; and our worſhip ſhould bee 
an{werable : ſhall I ſhew you how ? 
As briefely then as may be, 
God 1 a ſpirit ( ſaith Saint Tohn) and 
they that worſhip him muſt wor/bip in ſpirit

and in truth: loh. 4. and looke vye vvell 
unto ir, there is no deceiving him, for 
He ſearcheth the heart , and tryeth the ſþi- 
rits, ler.17. Heis ſtyled by Moſes, the god

| ſhip 1s due unto him ; So peculiar is 
it to the (,reatour as uncommunica- 
ble to any creature. Nor Saints, nor 
Angels, nor Principalities, nor Powers 
have any Dominion over the foule, to 
ſave or to deſtroyit, and therefore the 
bowings,and bendings of the ſoule be- 
long nottothem ; Nay but all religious 
Divine, deyout Adoration of the {piric 
or intheſpirit, is entirely to be otftered 
tothe Father of ſpirits. It 1mparted to

dulatione peſtifera ( as Saint Auguſtine 
{peaks ) whether by roo much humult- 
ue, or to0 much flatrery,cleereit 15,they 
that doe it, rob God of his honour , 
y vhich he tels us he vvill notendure : / 
am ihe Lord, that u my name, and my glory 
will I not give to another, neither my praiſe 
to graven Images, Elai. 42.8. 
And when vye vvorſhip God yvith 
C 2 Our 
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our bodies , is it not alſo in a ſingular 
vvay ? elſeit isnotas it ſhould be; for 
Nathan to bow himlelfe before the 
Lord, and to bow before the King was 
itall one thinke vve? True, his body 
vvas the ſame, and his bowing much a- 
like, but infinite ods in his Adoration : 
Beforethe King as the Lords anointed, 
as the ſupreme miniſter of God for the 
Common good, In our Churches 
phraſe---In thee, and for thee, according 
to thy bleſſed word and ordinance. But be- 
fore the Lord, as the work of his hands 
(andthart by a word of his mouth) ina 
plenary ſubjection as well for being, 
as well being: Beforethe King, with- 
in certaine circumſcriptions , of time, 
and place, and occaſion ; But before the 
Lord, unreſtrainedly, in all places, at all 
times, upon all occaſions: whereby 
weconfeſle his illimited power , his e- 
ternall eſſence, his ubiqutary preſence, 
when we worſhip the Lord withour 
bodies , it ought to bee with a ſpeciall 
Adoration : Q#uoniam fi honos idem tri- 


ni. Buitur alits, ipſe omnino non colitur » A 
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good rule it is in Laftantivs, If the ſame 

worſhip be given toany other , God is 

not worſhipped at all ; What King will 

admit of a ſharer or co-partner , 1n his 

tribute or Homage ? and what laith 

the Prophet? I ama great King » ſaith 

the Lord of Hoſts, Mal.1. 14. It were la- 
criledge then to offer him a ſharer. 

Now for our Temporall eſtate, 4do- 

rate Dominum extends and comes up to 

that alſo : Honour the Lord with thy ſub- 

ſtance , lovveare commanded, Pro.z.9. 

| and good reaſon forit; tor the blefsing 

| of the Lord it maketh rich, Pro.1o, And 

vvithout this bleſsing, in vaine vvere it 

to riſe up early, and fit up late, and eate the 

, bread of carefulneſſe. And though the 

World be unapr to beleeve it (incredu- 

lous ever in vyhat is chargeable ) the 

; Lord expecteth vve honour him as vvell 

vvith our perſonall eſtates, as vvith our 

perſons : And how may that bee ? By 

giving tothe Lord in a proper way; by 

devoting ſome part of your plentie and 

ſuperfluitie to thole ſacred uſes vvhich 


redound immediately to Gods glory.

Thexruth is , the Prophet chietely 1n- 
tends it here ; ; the vvords immediately 
atore my Text are, Bring an offering,and 
come into bit Courts : an Oblation vvas 
ever of old accounted a part of Adora- 
tion ; but I forbeare : Bring and offer 
are no pleaſing vvords,I know, though 
it beto the Lord, Take away, and hold 
faſt, vvithour any thought of reſtituti- 
on, this is the manner of too many,that 
yet - vyould bee thought ro deale ve 
worſhipfully roo ; to vvorthip God as 
vvell as the beſt, vvhen they {poyle him 
ef that ſhould maintaine his vvorthip. 
And will a man rob God? Mal.z. Yes, 
and make the World belceve they doe 
it for his honour : but their doome tol- 
lowes,vvithout repentance; Curſed with 
a curſe; verl.y. Burt leave them to the 
mercie of God : And it is high time I 
left this Point. I have done vvith the 
Act and the Object; Worbip the Lord ; 
onely remember, I beteech you, How 
vve mult worſhip, and how the Lord, it 
followes Where the Lord vvill be vvor- 
ſhipped; O worſhip the Lord inthe beautie

In his holy Courts, in his holy San- 
Ruarie , in his glorious magnmfcent 
SanQuarie ; ; Thus [Interpreters varie : 
But YVatablus joynes with the. Chaldee, 
2nd our Tranflation tollowes both, In 
decore ſanfitatt, in the beautie of holi- 
nefſe : And the Scripture calls the $4»- 
Fuarie it lelte , the beautie of holineſſc, 
becauſe it was full of beautic and holi- 
nefle. So (it yee marke it ) the Points 
are three : The Lord will be worſhip- 
| ped in a certaine place , proper for his 
worſhip, And the moſt proper place, is 
a ſacred place, or a place of Holineſle, 
And a place of Beaurie, as well as Holi- 
nefſe : O worſhip the Lord in the beamic 
of holineſſe 

And it 1s well we are directed to 2 
certaine Place : for ſhould the Place be 
nacertaine, our Service would be as un- 
| certaine as the Place. Time and Place 
| have beene ever of {ingular moment in 
Gods Service : Were no Time preſcri- 
bed,it were much to be doubred 1 en: 
and: were no Place appointed , it were 


hard 
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hard to ſay , where we would worſhip : 
Wee may juſtly feare it, were no place 
alsigned, adorate Dominum would bee 
ſoone out of Date; For who would 
thinke to worſhip , when hee ſaw not 
where ? 

We may note ir ſucceſsvely in all ages 
never any tooke upon them to worlhip 
the Lord, butthe place was reſolved on, 
Can we imagine, but Cain and Abel had 
where to bring their ſacrifices? And 
they that called on the name of the Lord, 
Gen, 4. hadaplace fortheir meetings, a 
meete place. After the lood Noah had 
his Altar whereto adore, Gen. 8, And 
ſo had Abraham his , even where the Lord 
appeared unto him, Gen. 12. expreſly cal- 
led the place of the Altar, Gen. 13. Iſaac 
alſo erected an Altar, and there he called 
onthe name of the Lord, Gen. 26. And 
when we reade that Rebeckah went to 
enquire of the Lord, qud perrexit ? whi- 
ther went ſhee may wee thinke ? even 
to the place of his holy worſhip, where 
the Lord would anfwer her , Ges. 25. 
And had not father Iacob his Bethel, na- 

med 
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* medbyhimlelte, the houſe of God, and 
| thegate of heaven, Gen. 28. 
When afterward the Children of IC. 


rac] were upon often remooves in the 
wilderneſſe, the Lord ordained them a 
mooveable Tabernacle, to which every 
one reſorted that ſought the Lord, Exod. 
33- 7- and it was therefore called , The 
Tabernacle of the Congregation. Bur 
when the Church began to be happy 
in aſetled ſtate, in the dayes of King 
David, his religious heart could no 


longer endure the Arke ſhould abide with- 
in Curtaines, when he dwelt himſelfe.in a 
houſe of Cedar, 2 Sam.7. And thereupon 
j he vowed a vowe unto the mightie God of 
| Tacob, Pſal.132. But Salomon built him an 
houſe, At. 7. 47. And now the Lords 
people come hither all , whether to re- 
ceive inſtruction, or expreſle dgyotion ; 
Here they addrefle their vowes , com- 
mence their prayers, preſenctheir obla- 
tions before the Lord . And this was 
the manner , till Chriſt came in the 


fleſh. 
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And what ? when our Lord was in- 
carnate, did he ever diſallow of this /o. 
| call Adoration * no, but in his infancie 
it pleaſed him to bee preſented in the 

Temple. And at twelve yeeres old to 
diſpute in the Temple, Luk.2. And after 
his baptilme; he daily taught inthe Tem. 
ple,and preached in the Synagogues. After 
his aſcention where were his Apoſtles? 
but continually in the Temple , Luk. 24. 
Or where werethe faithfull ? but daily 

with one accord in the Temple,A&t.2.46. 
Now when the Temple was demo- 
liſhed by Titus Veſpatian, not a ſtone 
left upon a ſtone, as our Saviour had 
foretold , Then Chriſtian-Churches be- 
gan to be frequent, which yer were ex- 
rant afore in Saint Pauls time , for ſee] 
pray you , What diſparitie hee puts be- ' 
ewixt ordinary houſes, and the houſe 
of God: What? have yee not houſes to 
eate and t0 drinke in, or deſpiſe yee the 
Church of God? 1. Cor. 11. Againe, Let 
your women keepe filence inthe Churches, 
and let them aske their husbands ar 
home, 


home, 1. Cor. 14. Now let Saint [gnatins 
ſpeak for the next Generation--aarm; im 
an am,and rams im mw 14 Ty Allo one 
place, all cothe Temple of God , in his 
undcoubred. Epiſtle ro the Magneftans. 
As for ſucceding Ages, all teſtimonies 
are ſuperfluous ; the furious edicts of 
perſecuting Tyrants for raſing and rui- 
nating Churches, abundantly ſhew 
how Churches did abound. And is not 
this enough, to putto hilence thoſe un. 
reaſonable men with their (ectaries that 
ſurvive, who in the height of malice 
and facriledge , endeavoured OP 
ruoully this laſt age , to lay deſolate and 
- waſt, all the Synagogues of God in the 
land? Whar ſhould the Prophet have 
ſaid to ſuch a generation ? O worſhip the 
Lord ; Where ? no matter where : in a 
Barne, or a Shop, or a Wood : no, but 
the Prophet hath told us where, and 
the practiſe of the Saints make it mani. 
feſt, that before the Law , under the 
Law, and under the Golpell, there have 


beene ever due to the celebration of 
D 2 Gods 
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Gods worſhip ſequeſtred places, either 
Altars , or Tabernacles , or Temples , of 
Churches, or Chappels, or the like , that 
wee are juſtly directed by the Prophet 
here, to a proper place,, Let us nov dc- 
ſcend to the properties of the place, And 
an holy place it 1s, a place of Holineſſe 
and a beautifull place , the very beautie of 
Holineſſe, --- O worſhip, «Fc. ..

For 
wheretore I pray you, did Salomon de: 
dicatethe Temple ? and after him Exra 
the Pricit upon the reſtauration } And 
the Prieſts againe under Judas Macca- 
beus, when it had beenc polluted 2 Or 
wherefore did Jacob conlecrate a pillar 
of ſtone Ly powring oyle upon it ; Gen.28, 
D1d the Lord command him , or $alo- 
mon or any of themall z where ? it will 
no where be found. It was rectifhed rea- 
ſon, and godly wiledome, which dire- 
ed chem by a publique dedication, as 
Ir were by a-publique declaration, to 
naniteſt rothe wv orld the religious con- 
veiance of Sacred places, to Sacred ules, 
And then it tollowes , that as Bethel of 
old, and the $ Sanftuary. lo likewile our 
Bethel are holy, being folemnly hallow- 
ed and devored in the name of God,and 
tothe glory of God, as they vere, 
Holy againe, becauſe our Lord God, 
moſt holy , doth inhabite and poſſelle

He 
rermes it rather a place of Holineſle, 
than the Tabernacle, or the Temple ;

lineſſe becommeth thy Houſe,O Lordyor

Amtiquitie (0 underitood it,l am ſure 
Ld @E FURY To) rTA»0:0) E-e579 e7 EXX AMR, In 
the Church unlawtull even to ſpeake 
but to a neighbor ({aith S.Chryſoſtome) 
and much more unlawtull ro con- 
trive & drive a Bargaine there, as if at 
a Martor common Market: And how 
anſufferable then , that the Church 
ſhould be made a place of rude con- 
tentions and uncivill conteſtations? 

But was not Antiquitie too pre- 
cile? No: they knew Religion is 
upheld by nothing more than Re- 
Terence ; that wee can never bee 
200 cleanc in the Sanuane , nor 
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too holy in the place of Holineſſe, 

where we are to meete with our Ma- 

ker, and to worſhip the Lord moſt 

high, and moſt holy. Let us paſle on 

now from this holy place (as it 1s 

holy) and bchold it a while as beau- 

tifull , for beautifull it 1s, as well as 

holy, even the beautie of Holineſſes 0 
worſhip "OLP 

Expoſitors finde themſelyes at a 

loffe, and therefore ſtrive to make it 

up as they may, by various expreſsi- 

ons. Some lay, in Santtuario magni- 

ficos in the ſtately SanEtuarie : Some, 

| in magnificentia Santtitatus , in the 

ſumpruouſneſſe or magnificence of 

Sanctitie : Some, in [þlendore Sacra-

Bur js not our Prophet miſtaken 
heere ? Or 1s not this combination 
made up of inconſiltents ?

Yes,may and 
ought, as much as may be: and where 
they part and goe alunder , both a- 
bate of their perfection : foras no- 
thing magnihes Greatneſle , more 
than Godlinefle, fo nothing lets off 
Godlineſle,, more than Greatnellc. 
Poore and godly, are as little eſtee- 
med of the many,as poore and wile, 
and yee know what the Wiſe man 
ſayes and ſhewes too, The poore mans 
wiſdome ut defpis'd, Eccl. 9.16. And 
on the other ſ1de, what is a great un- 
pod man. ( without amendment ) 

ut like a great unſound Cedar,every 
day fitter and fitter for the fire ? But 
where Greatneſſe and Goodheſſe,High- 
neſſe and Holineſſe,Santtitie and Sub-

limitie meet , there Gods worſhip is 
in the full, there God is magnified 
indeed ; and wee cannot but hope, 
the Lord will goe on to magnihic 
with the full mcaſure of his Bleſ- 
l1ngs. 

And wee ſhall quickly perceive 
Gods worſhip to be advanced as well 
by the dignitie of the place, as the 
perſon: And it will nor doe amiſle, 
ro appeale in this caſe ro common 
experience; for doe vyyce not finde 
our ſelves otherwile affected , vvhen 
vve come into a naked, deformed, 
ruinous Temple, adorned with no- 
thing but duſt and cobwebs, and 
vvhen vve come into a goodly reve- 
rend beautifull Church, wherein we 
may behold on every f1de remarke- 
able teſtimonies of devout Magnih- 
cence ? Doth not the very Fabricke 
and faſhion , and ſolemne accom- 
modation þeget in our hearts a religi- 
ous regard, and venerable thoughts? 

True,a ſort of Chriſtians there are,

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ſo tranſelementated and refined, as to 


delpiſe all ſuccours and ſupplies of © 
this kinde, as matter of dittraction, | 
and palpable inducements to luper- 
ſtition : Talke, as if God regarded | 
no longer any other Temples, but the | 
bodies and ſoules of his Saints, And 
we cheerefully profefle, wee can ne- 
ver too carefully preſerve,the inward 
beaurtie of thel&living Temples ; for | 
that is the beautie of Holineſſe indeed, 
and if any man ſhall pollute this 
beaurtic, or defile thi temple , him ſhall 
God deſtroy , 1. Cor. 3. But how the | 
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inward grace of theſe living Tem- 
ples, ſhould be thought prejudiciall 
to the outward grace of the beautie 
of Holineſfe,is I confcfle beyond my 
capacirie. | | 
For whether wee looke backe to 
the manner of Gods Service under 
the Law, orto the choiſeſt times un- 
der the Goſpel » wee ſhall ſoone dif- 
cover Beautie and Holineſſe ſweetly 
accorded, rill the love of the World 
had 
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had gotten the upper hand of the 
love of God. For hr{t, what can wee 
almoſt imagine, more rich and gor- 
geous than the Tabernacle was / 
vvherein all the Inſtruments and 
Vrenl(ils were of pure Gold, even to 
the Suuff-diſbes, Exod-25. And after- 
ward, the Temple what was it elle, 
but very matter of wonder and aſto- 
niſhment ? 2 glorious Spectacle of 
admiration to all the World. When 
the Queene of Sheba beheld it, the 
majeſticall beauric and ſervice there- 
of ſo filled her heart, that there was no 
more ſpirit in her, 1. Kings 10.5. And 
very memorable it is; when the 
foundation of the later Houſe was 
layd , the Fathers and ancient men 
mourned and vyept, becauſe it was 
like to be lefle glorious than the firſt, 
Exr. 3. 12. Nov what might be the 
reaſon of this incredible magnih- 
cence in the firſt, or of this religious 
emulation in the ſecond Temple ? 
Take the reaſon from King Salomon, 
who

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who had ſtudied the point ; The 
houſe which I build u« great, for great 4 
our God above all Gods, 2. Chron.2.5. 
And if -- quia magnus Deus, be a good 
argument, the Lord at this day , is 
as great as ever, and then is this argu- 
ment as good as ever. 

And had not ( thinke wee) the 
Founders of Churches in Chriſten» 
dome a peciall Eye to his glorious 
Majelſtic,tor wholc ſervice they were 
erected ? yes verily : This made Con- 
ſtantine the Great, and Tuſtinian the 
Emperour,and Charles the Great,and 
Charles the fourth, to honour the 
Golpell of Chriſt with ſo many ſtate- 
ly monuments of their pierie all the 
world over: Saint Cyrill deſcribing 
one of them in Hieruſalem, calles it 
EZ wptriuror xa. ACTRZANuTH Thu xmas, 
A Church all adorned and emboſſed 
with ſilver and gold. And Euſebius 
reporting of the ſpacious and beauri- 
tull Church at Tyre,which was builr 
anew by the famous B: P. Panlinu,

behold it. And generally thus it was,

themſelves, by way of encourage- 
mentr, The glory 0 of the latter houſe hal

| the Lord, and greatly to bee praiſ, ed in 
the Citie of our God, Plal.48. 1. 
Bur yet it muſt bee granted , this 
Chriſtiah zeale for the beaurie of 
Holineſie , was not every where a- 
like, decencie and comelineſle in all 
the houſes of God, but -- Magnificen- 
tia Sanfitatis, this ſtate of Holineſle;, 
Holineſſe in ſtate, was not uſually 
| leene, ſave in Cities and populous 
Places , whither huge multitudes re- 


ſorting, very ample, and Capacious 
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Receits were requiſite , which anon 
by the bountifull largition of de- 
vouter Chriſtians , became as ſump- 
tuous as capacious : and there was | 
no iniquitie in ſuch inxqualitie ; For p

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the beautie of Holineſſe doth well 
admit of Magi and Minw, worthip, |} 
and: Holineſſe , and beautie, like the 
three Graces, ſhould goe hand in 
hand , but yet ſo, as where more

and his religious attention, was a 
good part of his adoration there, 7 
will hearken what the Lord God will [ay 
Pſal.

Exod. 33. All that had ought to fay, 
any doubt to bee relolved , reforte 
chither for expedition : Prince and 
People,all without exception. 

And now itis acleerecale,it might 
vvell import him as a King to be ear- 
neſt in this point, that his people 
vvould goc and receive inſtruction in 
publique, in the place appointed, the 
right place; becauſe Conventicles, 
and private meetings » under colour 
of Religion, roo often ferve unto 
dangerous practiſes; Seditious 0- 
pinions, and turbulent politions 
have beene ever hrlt invented and 
vented 1n private.

in the beautie of Holineſſe.Y our inter- 
minglings and adulterate doctrines 
have beene ſtill begocren in private, 
and have paſled by peece-meale from 
the Chamber to the Chappet,, and foto 
Church ; For when or wherel pray 
you, did the envious man (ove his 
tares ? it was, dormientibus hominibus 
while men ſlept ; in all likelihood in 
ſome private meeting about mid- 
night, when che watchmen of Iſrael 
were alleepe. Wee may not doubt, 
bur peace and truth both depend up- 
on it, that we aſſemble to worſhi 
the Lord , in the proper place of his 
worthip. 
But David (they will ſay ) though 
a King and a Prophet, was under the 
Law, and is he a fit preſident for pro- 
feſſours of the Goſpel? Ler them ap- 
peale then( if they will }krom David, 
to the fonne of David our bleſled 
Saviour. And how ſtood he affected?

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That he was all in all for the publique, 
moſt manifeſt ir is by the good con- 
felsionwhich he made, Foh. 18.20. 7 
(þake openly to the world , I ever taught 
inthe Synagogue and inthe Temple whi 
ther the Tewes daily reſort, and inſecret 
have I ſaid nothing. Heare this, you 
that love to whilper it in acorner , 
that ſtand ſo much tor Privatus ali- 
qu1,4 private [pirit, or a private bro.
